Three 
persons were killed. The loss exceeds 
8100,000. 

Five divisions of the C'hilean army 
have started for thi; interior of Ai-auce, 
and tho cauii)aign again.st the Indians 
will be an energetic one. 

Recent statistics place the population 
of the city of Buenos Ayres at 273,- 
623. 

The razing of the forts at Callao, 
Peru, has been pushed forward with 
activity, and immense quantities of 
materials of all kinds were shipped to 
Chile. 

Discoveries of gold about five leagues 
to the southwest of Canete, Chile, arc 
reported, and it is said that twenty - 
ounce nuggets have been found. 

A Peruvian officer has furnished tho 
following testimony of tho terrible ef- 
fects of the guns of the Chilean fleet 
on the day or the battle of Miraflores. 
A shell from the Huascar fell into a 
■fort on the Peruvian left, killed 32 
men and wounded 61. 

Two remarkable cases of longevity 
have been reported in Chile, one of 
100 years and lliH other of llf); both 
women, the former a native of V'uldi- 
via and the latter of Petorca.

EUROPE. 

Lo.NDON, Juno 12. — Personal inci- 
dents multiply, such as Lord Ilandolph 
Churchill's foolish and futile attempt to 
demand . an explanation from Lord 
Hartington for the phrase "caluuniious 
lying gossip exclnclcd him from one set, 
while his quarrel witii Sir William 
Harcourt closes tiie otlier's door.s." 
Both Lorii Hartington and Sir William 
Harcourt "cut" Lord Randolph Church- 
ill, whose friends say that his political 
escapades were jirompted by a wish to 
regain the social position he lost some 
years since when "cut" by the Prince 
of Wales. The memory of that scandal 
is now luucli freshened. l']ven more 
absurd is iloaly's brnggailocia about 
"challenging Forster. " It was oulv 
intendedjfor mention in the House of 
Commons, and was purely for the .sake 
of notoriety. 

Liverpool, June 13. — At daybreak 
on Sunday 300 men marched to the 
prison to which Davitt and Roberts 
were] taken, ostensibly to rescue tho 
priaonem Policemen gave the alarm, 
and tho Wardens asseinblod armed with 
carbines and revolvers.

Tories and Liberals. | 

.Vkw Yokk, June 17. — A. London | 
cable to the World says : In the House ! 
of (.lonimons Gladstone's Governnient 1 
received its firsf serious blow last night ' 
at the hands of the Whig element of i 
tho Liberal Parly. A. defection of the 
aristocratic English Liberalsfrom Glad- 
stone's ranks has always been counteil 
on by the Tories as the chief means of 
defeating the Land bill. This danger 
became evident last night, when a sur- 
prise was prepared for tho Government 
by a secret understanding between the 
aristocratic Liberals and the Conserva- 
tivo Party. Though this alliance was 
regarded as probable by the independ- 
ent members, the Ministerialists have | 
been caught nap|,iing. Tho Tories and 
the aristocratic Whigs had determined 
to try conclusions with the Government 
on an amendment made by Mr. Henage, 
Liberal member for Great Grimsby, 
which proposed to take from under the 
O[)eration of the bill all holdings which 
had boon improved by the landlords of 
their predecessors in title This pro- 
position, ihousli seeniiiiglv fair, would 
liave defeated the whole o'oject of tho 
bill if accepted, because it woidd have 
led to universal litigation, owing to 
the customs of the Irish. 

EVERY I.A.\DLOnD 

Would have set u[) a colorable cl'iim to 
have contributed, in some shape or 
other, to every improvement effected by 
the tenants. The result would be uni- 
versal litigation whenever tenants pro- 
jjosed to sell their interests in their 
farms. The Government resisted tho 
amendment, and when the division was 
taken voted ".Vye," while only '22b 
voted "No." Gladstone's majority thus 
fell from 1 1 2 to 25 votes,, and but for 
the support of the Irish members he 
would have found himself in the min- 
ority. The result was received with 
loud and continuous cheering by the 
Tory Party, who felt that they had de- 
livered a staggering blow to the Land 
bill. 

The iSIinistcrialisls showed how much 
they felt the check] by maintaining ab- 
solute silence when the vote was an- 
nounced. The action of the aristocratic 
Liberals is dictatetl by a fear that the 
principles of tho bill may bo applied to 
England. Had the Parnellites voted 

AOAI.VST THE GOVERNMENT, 

The M inistry would have been defeat- 
ed. Mr. Biggar seemed to regret the 
lost opportunity, for ho moved the re- 
jection of the first clause of tho bill. 
But the Conservatives tlid not support 
him, and the motion was defeatetl by 
an overwhelming majority. The clause 
was then carried by a vote of 20-t to 
47. The clieck sustained by the Gov- 
ernment last night will probably encour- 
age the Lords to alter the Land bill so 
as to render it worthless, or perhaps to 
reject it. The gravest consequences 
may result from last night's se.s3ion, 
unless the Government is able to rally 
enough supporters on the report to 
reaffirm by a formal majority the prin- 
ciple which was challenged in Mr. 
Henage's amendment.
